Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 52, 53, 58, 61, 66, and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Regarding claims 52 
and 53, the specification does not support a moisture vapor transmission rate less than 
0.95 and less than 0.45, see page 7. Claim 58 - no support for the upper limit of 0.96. 
Claim 61 - limitation is not clear, where is this limitation in the specification? Claims 66- 
67 - no support for a three copolymers and one terpolymer. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant is advised to provide page and line numbers in response to any 
disagreements with regards to the 1 12 first paragraph rejections. With respect to claims 
52 and 53, the specification does not provide a range for the moisture vapor rate. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 7-13, 15-17, 35-39, 43-50, 54, 57, 59, 60, 62, 62, and 65 are allowed.
